F your head’s in the cloud* when ifs time to select a site and 
build your dream home, you may wake up later to discover 


that a nearby stream floods the cellar every time it rains, or 
that your house is ideal for parties and entertaining but im­ 
practical for everyday living. 
These are two of the pitfalls to be avoided when house plan­ 
ning is on the agenda. There are many others. Architect Samuel 
Paul has listed them in “ Homes for Living,” a new paperbound 
guidebook for those who want to build a home but don’t know 
how to begin. 


Where? 
That’s the first question to be answerea. lhe house plan you 


choose can be altered to fit the site, but the reverse isn’t true, 
Mr. Paul warns, so pick a plot carefully. 
Consider such questions as: Is it near a good road, schools, 


transportation? How’s the drainage? Are there any legal re­ 
strictions on building? What of the price? It shouldn’t exceed 
20 per cent of your total costs. 
If you’re building on a budget, don’t dream of. a home that 


will cost more than two to three times your annual income. 
And select a mortgage that W ill not cost more than one-fourth 
of your salary each month. There are various ways of financing 
a home, and several of them are listed in the volume. 


You don’t choose a house plan because it has a wonderful 


rumpus room or a built-in bookcase, Mr. Paul advises. Instead. 
he suggests that the family sit down and determine what their 
main activities are—sleeping, eating, living, working and stor­ 
age. Once this is done, they can determine whu b plan will 
serve them most efficiently.

Self-reliant Am erican working m en and 
w om en were put in the false and humiliating position oft 
tieing bought and sold. 
I hey were also, for years, kept 
. in the equally false position of condoning Com m unistic 
influences in their unions, which in som e cases took over, 
lock, stock and barrel. 
Collapse of this program has t reated a temporary 
vat < uum of ideas and policies in labor.

In a definite sw ing away from the theories of the 
N ew Dealers and of the Sidney Hillman school of labor 
leadership, he called for a national labor conference well 
ahead cd the I9'>2 political conventions to give the unions 
a chance to declare their political independence of either 
party. 
I leading directly back to the Sam G om pers concepts, 
he said; "W e should say to the politicians, ‘Nobody ow ns 
us. W e d on ’t belong to anybody. A nd w e w on t lie tho j 
tail of any political party's kite ."
